Teamsters, Amalgamated vie for meat packers 


By LARRY MARSHALL 

An apparent power play 
is developing between 
organized labor unions In 
the meat packing industry, 
pitting the Teamster Union 
against the established' 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters 
and Butchers Union. The 
outcome will shape the 
slaughter and processing 
industry for years to come. 

A hint of this interaction 
came in a November Wall 
Street Journal, where it was 
reported ■' 'nearly a dozen 
packing plants in the 
Midwest and Southeast 
have signed with the 
Teamsters.” At Iowa Beef 


Processors, Amarillo, Tex¬ 
as, ..plant, workers were 
organized before ground 
was broken and now control 
over 2000 meat cutters. 

The Journal article fur¬ 
ther stated: 

“According to the out¬ 
raged Butchers (Amal- 
gated], the Amarillo Team¬ 
ster contract is of the 
sweetheart, variety, calling 
for wages of 54.08 an hour 
for processing workers and

FDA wants meat Inspection duty 


The Department of 
Health, Education & Wel¬ 
fare has propossd that 
meat, poultry and egg 
inspection and meat grad¬ 
ing be transferred from 
USDA to HEW’a Food and 
Drug Administration. This 
would make FDA the solo 
federal agency for food 
regulation and inspection. 


HEW’s reasoning is that 
the nation's health pro¬ 
grams, nutrition programs 
and food safety issues are 
inseparable. The Office of 
Management and Budget 
will Btudy HEW’s proposal, 
then make recommenda¬ 
tions to Congress. Transfer 
would require changes In 
existing meat inspection. 


Strike results disappointing, more action planned

er’s strike ended its first

The Teamster movement 
Into the packing industry 
has forced the Amalga¬ 
mated Union to re-evaluate 
its position. Strong in the 
west and among smaller 
packing operations, Amal¬ 
gamated wage and price 
demands have forced many 
western packers out of 
business. Most notably: 
O'Neill Meat Co., ^Fresno,

the two plants. Under 
contract terms, co-op mem¬ 
bers and IBP would jointly 
own the cattle through the 
processing stage, with 
profit-loss determinations 
made at three points along 
the processing route.

The low cost of operation 
of the Teamster unionized 
plants will place a severe 
burden on all other packing 
facilities and the Amalga¬ 
mated union.

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Strike has little 
impact on market 

AMERICAN FARMERS WERE NOT humming 
"Solidarity Forever” last week as the farmers' strike 
showed very little signs of success. Cattle and hog market¬ 
ings at terminals came as expected the first day, although 
interior runs in Iowa were a bit light. Hog marketings were 
low the second day but observers were only willing to 
partially attribute this to the strike. If livestock producers 
were to successfully hold animals off the market, the result 
would ultimately bo bearish as the animals would still have 
to be brought to market with their added weight. 

While the situation focused on grain farmers, sources 
said any major withholding of livestock would have been 
more significant In the early stages of the strike. Some 
analysts thought advance market estimates indicated 
somewhat light totals for hog marketings.
